POLLUTION SPREADS — That Is to say, 
effective air pollution controls in New York; 
City will not protect the city's Inhabitants from 
poisonous fumes* wnftcd In from Jersey City or 
even Philadelphia. Just as - the fall-out from 
nuclear explosions In China can descend pn 
Chicago, so polluted air cap be carried by air

Among others, Muslcie was a speaker nt the 
recent third Notional Conference on Air' Pollu- 
tion, which was a success if only because It 
Indicated that some of our national politicians 
are taking- air pollution seriously. Hopefully, 
their comments can .be. considered first step 
toward the enactment of control legislation. In- 
deed, as chairman of the Senate Subcommittee 
oa~Air and Water Pollution, Muskie already has 
tletly rounded up an Impressive gngglo J of 
ingressional 'Supporters for his concept of 
Federal controls of automobile-produced pollu- 
tion. The Senator docs not favor fixed national 
standards for other sources of pollution. 

LOBBYISTS WIN — Vice President Humphrey 
made a significant point at the conference when 
he chlded. municipalities for their failure to en- 
force existing pollution controls — inadequate 
though they may be. Plain citizens got the 
point when Humphrey suggested sarcastically 
that city officials should bring the same dedi- 
cation to enforcement of pollution controls that 
they do to ticketing Illegally parked cars and 
keeping men's rooms in nightclubs clean. 

Neither Illegal porkers nor nightclub owners, 
of course, possess the free-spending- lobbies op- 
erated by Industry and so It is politically safe 
to make them behave. Yet the danger they pose 
to tho commonweal is slight compared to the 
chemical cookers and other air poisoners In 
Industry which dump 37 million tons of pol- 
lutants In the nlr every.yeaj^,. ... . ■ 

NO EFFECTIVE PROGRAM NOW — Despite 
all the wringing of hands of recent years, there 
still is not a single effective regional air pol- 
lution program on the books, and the reason 
Is obvious. That Is, control of air pollution costs 
dough, and Industry generally Is uninterested In 
spending dough which promises no financial 
return. Now It Is faced with national legislation 
that Is sure to be more costly. Similarly, Big 
Labor today Is the product of the same kind 
of shortsightedness by the bosses.., . 

Both in government and Industry, there 1 has 
been a lamentable tendency to postpone action 
until there has been more research on the sub- 
ject. But no additional research U needed, for 
example, to attach pollution control gadgets to 
automobiles, which now produce 85 million 
tons of pollutants annually. I will buy 
Humphrey's remark that if Christopher Colum- 
bus had waited for the Queen Mary instead of 
using available transportation he would never 
have discovered Amcrlqa t 
. At this time of year, especially- In an era 
when it Is becoming more and mora difficult 
to tell the boys from, the girls, It is perhaps' a 
good idea 'to say n word .on behalf of an 
authentic male. Ho is an Important character 
tn Christmas story, and yet ho seldom gets 
mora than passing attention. 
—Tho name Is Joseph, and I suggest that the 
male of the sncclcs has not yet measuredTip 
to this bearded, gentle-faced father who attend- 
ed the birth of his Son more than 19 centuries.

The Christmas season a year 
ago was marked by just about 
the largest and most elaborate 
diplomatic campaign known to 
history.

Ever since, the Pres- 
ident has been saying that the 
solo fault lay in the aggressive 
stubbornness of the other side 
and that his actions were as 
genuine as bis motives were 
pure. 

Since that fiasco there has 
been no sign that the President 
or Dean Rusk have ever ponder- 
ed seriously the question of 
whether the diplomatic campaign 
lost year was not based on Illu- 
sions — first, that the other side 
would agree to negotiation be- 
fore we offered convincing proof 
that In the end tho American 
military presence on the main- 
land of Asia copld be withdrawn; 
second, the illusion that the de- 
cision to negotiate lay In Hanoi 
rather than the. primary adver- 
sary, the Viet Cong; third,. that 
the Viet Cong -would lay down 
their arms In order to obtain a 
cease fire. 

A year has passed since the 
great diplomatic offensive, and 
the war, which has been much 
enlarged, is at least as far as 
ever from an' acceptable solu- 
tion. The real change .between 
1065 and 1963 is that the illu- 
sions of 1965 have been shattered 
by events. 

The country Is much sadder 
than It was a year ago. The most

For a company to seek delist- 
ing Is rare. Even more rare Is 
the accomplishment of the .wish. 

When Rockwell-Standard 
Corp. was reported this week as 
considering the Idea of leaving 
the New York Stock Exchange 
for the. over-the-counter market, 
researchers at the Big Board 
went through records for pre- 
vious delistings. 

They found that the most re- 
cent voluntary withdrawal was 
in 1939, when Dominion Stores 
decided It could better promote 
its Canadian image by delisting. 

For a listed company to leave 
the 'Big Board requires the ap- 
proval of'twe-thiras of the out- 
standing shares. In addition, the 
delisting process Is defeated if 
objections arise from '10 per 
cent or more of the aharcown- 
ers. 

Rockwell's ' complaint arose 
from the heavy selling of Its 
stock by three mutual funds, 
thus driving down the price. 
This action angered Willard F. 
Rockwell Jr., the president. Just 
as similar selling has Irritated 
officials of other companies. 

Rockwell was quoted as say- 
ing delisting might be a way to 
keep fund people away. He Is 
said to have reasoned that funds 
show less Interest In over-the- 
counter stocks. 

A resolution by the board 
assumed before the Issue is put 
to the stockholders. The Ameri- 
can Stock Exchange, the na- 
tion's second largest, specifical- 
ly requires that, as the first 
step, a resolution to delist must 
be passed by the requesting 
firm's board. 

A certified copy of this resolu- 
tion then must bo sent to the 
exchange with a statement 
backing the facts In. the resolu- 
tion. The exchange then studies 
the material and notifies the 
company If it. accepts or rejects 
the application. 

If it accepts, the exchanat 
then requires that each regis 
tered shareholder be given II 
days notice prior to Its dellstlnj 
notification to the Securities am 
Exchange Commission.

The Vatican also was making 
final arrangements for the 
Pope's historic auto trip to Flor- 
ence Saturday to ■ celebrate 
-Christmas Eve mldnighHMass 
and demonstrate his sympathy 
for the flood-stricken center of 
Renaissance art and science.'. 

In his last peace appeal Dec. 
8, the Pope asked that the- holi- 
day truces in Vietnam* be ex- 
tended into a lasting armistice. 

Pope Paul recorded his 
Christmas message for radio 
and .television Wednesday at his 
desk In the private study next to 
his apartment. Vatican short- 
wave , radio commentators 
prepared translations in 33 lan- 
guages, Including those of the 
European Communist countries. 

Usually, the pontiff celebrates 
Christmas Evei midnight Mass 
In the Sistlne Chapel a few 
yards from his apartment. Pope 
Paul decided to go to Florence 
this year to comfort victims of 
Italy's disastrous November 
floods and to focus attention on 
their urgent needs.

During the period when full 
use of authorized federal funds 
Is temporarily withheld, the 
board will provide for contract- 
ing of approved projects 'on a 
needs priority basis' within the 
limits of available funds. 

Interstate . highway projects 
are financed to. the tunc of 92 
per cent by federal highway 
funds and 8 per cent state high- 
way-used matching funds. Pri- 
mary, secondary and urban, proj- 
ects consist of 63 per cent fed- 
eral highway-user funds and 37 
per cent state ' ' highway-user 
funds. These figures do .not in- 
clude the following 1967 con- 
struction work approved for 
other systems' or required 
maintenance of. the state high- 
way system. . 

• Nine forest highway projects,

_Wilh_ o,totnUot_$I40,000 In 
cash, stacks and mutual fund 
shares, your "struggle" has 
paid off well. Assuming that 
you arc getting an average of 
only four percent In Interest and 
dividends, that works out to 
$5,600 a year — better than most 
people retire on. 

Add to that your Income from 
your rental properly and you're 
doing right well. YOu mtght do 
even better by selling that prop- 
erty and putting the money from 
the sole to work elsewhere.

Q. YOu mention that, when a' 
husband and wife own stocks 
Jointly, they can "exclude" $200 
of dividends received on the 
stocks- each year and not pay 
Federal income"taxes on that 
$200. Can a father and a daugh- 
ter who own stocks jointly do 
the same thing? 

A. No. Because a father and a ', 
daughter don't file a joint Fed- 
eral tax return — as a husband 
and wife do. 

But, If the father owns stocks 
an which he collects' dividends 
and the daughter owns stocks 
on which she collects dividends, 
each can exclude $100 of divi- 
dends from the tax return each 
flics. 

So, In your case, the sensible 
thing is to have the father own 
some of the stock and tho 
daughter own some. 

Q. Could you give me a little 
idea how to get out of margin? 
My broker always tries to talk 
me out of closing my margin ac- 
count.
